Berlin, Nov. 20.—So enormous was the 
booty captured from General Wrangel 
In Crimea that the Soviet government 
hai appointed a special committee to 
•supervise Its transportation from the 
b&ttlefront. The captures embraced 


• every kind of war materials, including 
many French fighting airplanes, tanks, 
guns, munitions 
for' artillery 
and 


small arms and unused uniforms. The 
prisoners- included soldiers from thirty 
different units of General Wrangel's 
army. 


A great wave of rejoicing swept So- 


viet Russia, when news of the victory 
' was flashed over the government wire- 
less system. 


Real peace appears to be in sight 


- lor the first time since the Soviet gov- 


ernment came into power. 


The anti-Red forces under General 


Balachovltch and General Petlura 
which are operating In the western 
part of White Russia and Ukrainia 
are not regarded as serious ^obstacles. 
Military men say these forces can be 
disposed of in a very short time. 


With the prospect of a cpmplete 


stoppage of hostilit'es all departments 
of the Soviet government are now dis- 
cussing reconstruction 
plans.

Tie powerful defensive works which 
were believed, "by Gen. Wrangel'a en- 
gineers1 to be impregnable were first 
breachO'3 with violent artillery fire 
an,d then the troops poured, thru the 
gaps. 


Leon Trotzky, commissioner of war

was signed Trotzky left- for the CVi- 
mean war theatre and organized the 
advance.

neck where the Crimea Joins the Rus- 
sian mainland.

Trotzky sent In his beat soldiers— 
shock troops—and they justified Trot- 
zky'a expectations.

MONG the current comments on the industrial and financial 


situation none contains a saner analysis nor a more hope- 


ful message for the future than that recently written by Charles 
H. Sabin, president of the Guaranty Trust company of New 
.York city. 


"For those who seek to analyze the" present situation ac- 


curately," says Mr. Sabin, "there are several important consid- 
erations which should constantly be borne in mind." 
These 


considerations Mr. Sabin presents as follows: 
,, 


"In the first place, there is nothing mysterious or unexpect- 


ed abou,t the present condition in either the commodity or se- 
curity markets. For months it has been certain, and it has been 
repeatedly so stated by students of the situation, that there must 
be a liquidation of commodities, securities and labor before this 
country could fully recover from the effects of the war and be 
restored to anything like a normal business basis. 
It was in- 


evitable that the processes of readjustment should be painful in 
many instances, but that they were and are inevitable was a 
matter of common knowledge among all who seek to study these 
problems apart from immediate self-interest. The regrettable 
thing is that, as commodity and security prices reached points 
far above their real value in the boom period, so they are today 
falling to points far below their real value. Necessary liquida- 
tion is proceeding after the manner anticipated, on the whole, 
but there are yet several steps to be taken. 
"Perhaps the most important of these is for retailers to 


realize that they too must meet the inevitable economic trend 
and adjust their prices to meet the new conditions. 
Only in 


that manner can the situation be stablized and frozen credits 
thawed out 
I know this is not a pleasant message, but I am 


firmly convinced that the sooner such a policy is pursued, the 
'less costly and painful it will be to all concerned. The process 
'pf deflation must include all the elements in the body economic 
sooner or later and there can be no escape from the inexorable 
-law which directs it. Dodging the facts or attempting to post- 
pone the inevitable will not bring immunity to anyone whether 
his interest lies in production or distribution, capital or labor.
